Season of the Church, from Easter until the feast of the 
Sacred Heart, she not only witnesses the Passion of 
Christ in about thirty-five distinct ecstasies, but suffers 
with Him. On ordinary Fridays she bleeds from her 
eyes and later from her side, while witnessing the agony 
of Christ in the Garden of Gethsemane. When she sees 
our Saviour crowned with thorns her head bleeds from 
many wounds. It is only during Lent, however, that her 
back bleeds when she witnesses Christ's scourging, and 
that she bleeds from the wounds in her hands and feet 
when witnessing the crucifixion. Occasionally she is 
spared the Friday affliction if perchance some important 
feast falls on that day. 


The writer sat in her room for several hours while she 
followed the Passion of Christ on the first Friday of Sep- 
tember, 1930. Within an hour after it was all over 
Theresa told him that it was revealed to her that she 
would not have to suffer the next Friday because it would 
be the feast of the Holy Name of Mary, and that, there- 
fore, she would be able to take an automobile trip, a dis- 
tance of nearly 150 miles, to witness the Profession in 
the religious life of one who had been a former school- 
mate. 

Theresa enters her sufferings at midnight on Thursday, 
and they continue almost uninterruptedly until after 
eleven o'clock, Friday. Then there is a brief respite, dur- 
ing which she lies in a perfect ecstatic repose. At about 
eleven-thirty her visions and sufferings are renewed, and 
for nearly three-quarters of an hour she witnesses the 
crucifixion and all that transpired at the foot of the cross 
up to the death of our Saviour. On the first Friday of 
each month the vision is continued up to the time that the 
soldier opened our divine Lord’s side with a lance, fol- 
lowing His déath. 

Those who are familiar with the Gospel read during 
the votive Mass in honor of the Sacred Heart on the first 
Friday know that it refers to the breaking of the bones 


_of the thieves and the piercing of the side of Christ with 


a spear, to teach the lesson that the last drop of the blood 
of Christ was shed out of love for us. 

Theresa is, of course, in bed during the whole time of 
her sufferings from midnight on Thursday until past 
noon on Friday, but she is not aware of this fact. She 
thinks that she is in the garden of Gethsemane with 
Christ and later on with the crowd which follows Him to 
trial and then along the way of the cross. Each succeed- 
ing experience of this kind is new to her. During the 
time of her ecstasies and sufferings she does not know 
that she has ever gone through them before. In fact the 
very idea of Christ going through His Passion is new to 
her; after witnessing one stage of His sufferings she 
does not know what is to follow. She is not even able 
to call the characters close to Christ such as Peter and 
John and Magdalen by name. When she sees Judas kiss 
Christ in the Garden she smiles, and not knowing him 
speaks of him as being a friend of Christ because of this 
seemingly friendly act. It is only later that she discovers 
that this kiss was a traitor’s kiss.

The papers have bias carrying frequent reports of wii 
storing away their money at home or in lock-boxes in the 
banks as the safest way of protecting it against loss. 

It is quite natural that the many bank failures through- 
out the United States should create a state of mind which 
would lead to a sort of distrust of investments generally. 

Of course, the principle of taking money out of circula- 
tion in that manner is wrong. There are plenty of safe in- 
vestments if people would be willing to take a little less in 
interest than it was their custom to expect in good times. 
One of the reasons for the heavy losses which have been taken 
by the wealthy, as well as by people of moderate means, and 
even by those who had to borrow money to invest, was the 
attractive earning power which they saw in the possible ap- 
preciation of certain stocks or real estate. 

The principle of taking one per cent less in interest, with 
one’s investment absolutely safe-guarded, is a thousand times 
saner than the policy of risking principal for the sake of one 
or two per cent more over a short period of years. 

While we would not say one word against banks, we 
would warmly recommend the purchase of the Church notes 
and bonds of many dioceses. We would not wish to go on 
record as saying that the bonds of every diocese would be 
one hundred per cent safe, although we do not know of any 
diocese that has ever defaulted on either principal or interest 
#n loans made direct to the Bishop for diocesan purposes. 

We would not hesitate, if we had money to invest, to 
Joan it to one of many Bishops to be rc-loaned to parishes 
gahich are well able to handle their indebtedness. 
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BAD EXAMPLE OF NATIVE AMERICANS 


Writing in the Chicago Tribune recently, Dr. W. A. 
Evans, for many years conductor of a useful column of 
health suggestions, declares that the descendants of the May- 
flower and other old New England stocks are making a rally 
against the obliteration by birth control of their generation, 
but while doing so are teaching the foreign born and the 
second generation the science of racial elimination—birth 
control. As a result, Dr. Evans says, the birth rate among 
foreign born people has dropped to more than half of its 
former level. Since they are the ones who are maintaining 
the birth rate as high as it is, in a few vears their corruption 
will result in a stationary birth rate. 


Dr. Evans’ article is as follows: 

FEWER CHILDREN FOR THE FOREIGN BORN. 

In the old days when the country was being rapidly filled 
with people the greater part of the increase in population was 
a foreign contribution. The excess of immigration over emi- 
gration made up a considerable part of the increase. 

In our day emigration is quite equal to immigration and, 


at times, surpasses If it were not for a new traffic—the 
bootlegging of immigrants—our population would show no 
increase by reason of borrowing people from other nations. 
However. bootlegging immigrants is no small industry and 
we are still absorbing illegally, if not legally, some of the 
world’s ex: , peopl 

There was another way in which the immigrants added 
to our population in the olden days. They brought with them 
the customs of the countries from which they came, including 
that of having large families. For the last forty years the 
American birth rate has been maintained at a high level be- 
cause the newly arrived immigrants insisted on having large 
families. 

Drs. Bigelow and Hambiein say that, so far as Mas- 
sachusetts is concerned, the birth rate among foreign born 
people has been dropping rapidiy and is now a little more 
than half its former level. The foreign born woman. who. on 
the average, once had a family of eight children. is now bear- 
ing only four. Our present birth rate is not much above 
seventeen, and that is no more than is required to maintain 
population. 

The foreign born and their second generation are those 
who are maintaining the birth rate as high as it is. If they 


continue to show the same rate of decline 


: for the next forty 
years that has prevailed for the last forty their birth rate 
will be no higher than that of the so-called native stocks. 

Drs. Bigelow and Hamblein find that in Massachusetts 


the birth rate of these native stocks is increasing slightly, 
though it is still much below the population maintenance rate.
